US Republicans suffer 
labor union, abortion 
setbacks 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
voters have dealt President 
Barack Obama's Republican 
foes setbacks on labor and 
abortion rights in a series of 
bitterly fought off-year elec¬ 
tions that could shape his No¬ 
vember 2012 bid for a new 
term. 

In Ohio, historically a deci¬ 
sive state in US presidential 
elections, voters on Tuesday 
overwhelmingly overturned a 
Tea Party-driven law restrict¬ 
ing the collective bargaining 
power of public-sector unions, 
key Democratic allies. 

Obama's allies also scored a 
win in the Republican-leaning 
Bible Belt state of Kentucky, 
where centrist Democratic 
Governor Steve Beshear 
romped to reelection by a 20- 
point margin over his Republi¬ 
can challenger. 

Beshear's triumph, as well 
as incumbent victories in may- 
oral contests across the coun¬ 
try, cast doubt on the power of 
what polls have shown to be 
deep nationwide anger against 
officeholders — including 
Obama. 

Republicans also suffered a 
stinging defeat in conservative 


Mississippi, where voters ea¬ 
sily rejected a draconian anti¬ 
abortion measure that would 
have given full legal rights to 
embryos at the moment of con¬ 
ception. 

Democrats and abortion 
rights activists had noted that 
the so-called "personhood" 
measure would criminalize 
abortion even in cases of rape 
and incest and ban some birth- 
control measures. 

At the same time, Missis¬ 
sippi voters elected Republican 
Phil Bryant to succeed outgo¬ 
ing Governor Haley Barbour - 
- and Bryant had been quoted 
as telling supporters that 
"Satan wins" if the measure 
failed. 

In Arizona's first-ever "re¬ 
call" of a sitting lawmaker, 
voters ousted senate president 
Russell Pearce, chief author of 
the state's controversial law to 
crack down on undocumented 
immigration, replacing him 
with a fellow Republican. 

It was unclear how much of 
a role the law, which made in¬ 
ternational headlines when it 
was adopted and again when a 
federal judge blocked parts of 
it, played in Pearce's removal.

Evacuations ordered as 
record storm blasts Alaska 


Aruba turning a new chapter in the 
care of retirees of the future: with a 
new Pension Program 


ORANJESTAD - After 
being scrutinized and care¬ 
fully adjusted by the General 
Advise Council, the newly 
presented law proposal on 
general pension is now on the 
desk of our Parliament. It is 
expected that Parliament will 
attend to this law expedi¬ 
tiously and have it ready for 
implementation on January 
1st, 2012. This means that as 
of January 2012 all employ¬ 
ers and employees will begin 
contributing to a pension pro¬ 
gram for all persons em¬ 
ployed in the private sector. 
This will be an obligatory 
pension to which all employ¬ 
ers must adhere. 

Mr. Diego Frankel, Direc¬ 


tor of one of Aruba’s largest 
insurance companies - 
Fatum, observed that Aruba 
will be the third country in 
the world with such an oblig¬ 
atory pension program! 

At this moment practically 
everyone in Aruba is depen¬ 
ding entirely on the AOV (old 
age pension program) when 
they reach retirement age. 
For a married couple this 
means a stipend of FIs. 1700 
per month, and for a single 
person that amount is 
FIs. 1100 per month. These 
amounts, obviously, will 
never suffice in these difficult 
and expensive times. These 
persons could never have an 
acceptable quality of life on 


such a meager income. The 
sad consequence of this mea¬ 
ger sustenance is that many 
of our seniors, rather than en¬ 
joying their retirement are 
forced to find work to make 
ends meet. Others depend on 
family to help them finan¬ 
cially. 

Hence, by any standard, 
this new law will be a very 
welcome matter for all citi¬ 
zens. 

According to the Prime 
Minister of Aruba, “an agree¬ 
ment of this nature during 
such difficult times as we are 
currently in is an expression 
of our love for our neighbor 
now and for the future.” 


FOS ANGEFES (AFP) - 
Residents were ordered to 
evacuate as a massive storm 
pounded the rural western 
coast of Alaska yesterday 
with hurricane-force gusts 
and severe coastal flooding, 
US meteorologists said. 

The storm, some 600-800 
miles across, was ’’record or 
near record,” said Bob Fisher, 
a spokesman for the National 
Weather Service in Fair¬ 
banks, adding that the storm 
threat had not yet reached its 
peak. 

’’There have been some 
mandatory evacuations of 
some very low lying areas in 
Nome,” a city near the far 
northwestern tip of the US 
state, across the Bering Sea 
from Russia’s Far East. 


One entire village, Gulli- 
van, east of Nome, has been 
evacuated to higher ground, 
he told AFP, adding that 
winds were gusting up to 70 
miles per hour. 

There were no immediate 
reports of casualties or da¬ 
mage from the sparsely pop¬ 
ulated western coast, and 
Alaska’s main population 
centers, including Anchor¬ 
age, Juneau and Fairbanks, 
are far from the path of the 
storm. 

Fisher added that the 
storm was probably the 
biggest since 1974, but it was 
difficult to compare — the 
current storm was unusual in 
that it was threatening land as 
well as sea.

US predicts 
return to 
Caribbean 
drug trafficking 
routes 

A State Department official 
predicts that over the next few 
years traffickers will increas¬ 
ingly return to using the 
Caribbean to smuggle drugs 
into the U.S. 

Over the last few years in¬ 
creased law enforcement pre¬ 
sence and higher interdictions 
along the U.S.-Mexico border 
have caused drug traffickers to 
look for alternative routes. Ac¬ 
cording to assistant secretary 
of state for international nar¬ 
cotics and law enforcement, 
William Brownfield, a return 
to the Caribbean routes, which 
have close proximity to supply, 
transit and consuming coun¬ 
tries, would be the most logical 
decision for these organiza¬ 
tions. 

The Caribbean was used to 
ship the majority of cocaine 
consumed in the United States 
in the 1970s and 1980s. As au¬ 
thorities cracked down on 
smuggling along this maritime 
passageway, however, drug 
traffickers shifted operations to 
overland routes via Mexico. 

Brownfield also warned 
that technological innovations 
— like the increasingly sophis¬ 
ticated submersibles and semi- 
submersibles used to traffic 
drugs out of South America — 
make interdiction more diffi¬ 
cult and demonstrate the need 
for more comprehensive anti¬ 
narcotics policies.

Police to wrest control of Rio's biggest France hails police dog with 
drug-infested slum b 700 arrests under its collar 



RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Police yesterday wrested con¬ 
trol of Rio de Janeiro's biggest 
favela from drug traffickers as 
the city prepares to host the 
2014 World Cup and 2016 
Olympics and a local drug 
baron threw a big party to bid 
farewell. 

At dawn, about 50 men 
from the military police's crack 
special forces blocked a road 
leading to the Rocinha slum to 
search all incoming vehicles. 
No incidents were reported. 

Built on a steep hillside 
overlooking the "Marvellous 
City" and located between two 
wealthy neighborhoods, 
Rocinha is home to 120,000 
people and is a drug trafficking 
bastion. 


Police said Rocinha is the 
19th favela to be ridden of traf¬ 
fickers who have been in con¬ 
trol for the past 30 years. The 
neighboring Vidigal shanty¬ 
town is also expected to be 
pacified soon. 

Since 2008, authorities in 
Rio, which has one of the high¬ 
est murder rates in the country, 
have been in a race to restore 
security in the city before the 
2014 World Cup and the 2016 
Summer Olympics which 
Brazil will host. 

Local press reports and 
some residents said police 
were expected to make their 
move Sunday. But a security 
spokesman said: "We do not 
disclose ahead of time when 
police pacification units move" 


into the favelas. He said police 
actions over the past two days 
were "routine operations". 

Their aim, according to the 
daily O Dia, was to "snuff out 
drug trafficking" before the as¬ 
sault by security forces backed 
by commandos. 

In another sign that the po¬ 
lice assault was imminent, 
local drug baron Antonio Fran¬ 
cisco Bomfim Lopes, also 
known as Nem, on Sunday 
gave a farewell party and im¬ 
posed a curfew on Rocinha. 


Occupy Wall 
Street starts 
march on

NEW YORK (AFP) - A ragtag, 


but enthusiastic group of Oc¬ 
cupy Wall Street protestors, 
one of them not even wearing 
shoes, set off from New York 
Wednesday on a two-week 
march to Washington, DC. 

Monitored at every step by 
police, two dozen activists 
filed aboard a ferry leaving 
Manhattan to cross the River 
Hudson to New Jersey and 
begin their ambitious protest 
march.

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First 

euthanasia in 
the Netherlands 
of severe 
dementia 
victim 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
woman with advanced 
Alzheimer's disease has been 
euthanised in the Netherlands, 
a first in a country that requires 
patients to be fully mentally 
alert to request to die, activists 
said yesterday. 

The 64-year-old woman 
died in March after being sick 
"for a very long time," said a 
spokesman for the Right to 
Die-NL (NVVE) group. 

She had insisted "for se¬ 
veral years" that she wanted to 
be euthanised, added spokes¬ 
man Walburg de Jong. 

"It is really a very important 
step — before, patients dying 
by euthanasia were at really 
very early stages of dementia, 
which was not the case with 
this woman," de Jong said. 

Euthanasia is allowed in the 
Netherlands only if the patient 
suffers intolerable pain due to 
an illness diagnosed as incu¬ 
rable by a doctor. The patient 
must give authorisation while 
in full control of his mental 
faculties. 

"This is also a message for 
doctors since they often refuse 
to euthanise people in ad¬ 
vanced stages of dementia 
even though they have ex¬ 
pressly asked for it," de Jong 
said. 

The Netherlands became 
the first country in the world to 
legalise euthanasia in April 
2002. 

Each euthanasia case is re¬ 
ported to one of five special 
commissions, each made up of 
a doctor, a jurist and an ethical 
expert charged with verifying 
that all required criteria had 
been respected. 

It was not immediately 
clear whether the case of the 
woman in question had gone 
through such a commission. 

Dutch courts have in the 
past jailed people for contra¬ 
vening the criteria for assisted 
suicide.

Tensions as student protesters march in London 


LONDON (AFP) - Thousands 
of students marched through 
London yesterday against cuts 
to university funding, facing off 
against police armed with rub¬ 
ber bullets amid fears of a re¬ 
peat of violent protests last year. 

Police cleared a group of 
protesters who pitched their 
tents in the tourist hub of 
Trafalgar Square, while sticks 
and bottles were thrown at riot 


officers in the financial district, 
AFP correspondents reported. 

Scotland Yard said police 
had made a number of arrests 
for public order offences. It 
said 2,000 protesters were ta¬ 
king part, while the organizers 
of the demonstration said there 
were 10,000 people involved. 

The situation was tense, 
with police authorised to use 
plastic baton rounds if there is 


any repetition of last year's vi¬ 
olence, when Prime Minister 
David Cameron's party head¬ 
quarters was attacked on No¬ 
vember 10, 2010. 

They are also the biggest 
protests in London since riots 
rocked the capital and other 
English cities in August, leav¬ 
ing five people dead. 

"The message this year is 
the same as last year," Michael 


Chessum of the National Cam¬ 
paign against Fees and Cuts 
told AFP. "Some people think 
the only way to make their 
point is by doing things be¬ 
yond the law. We have students 
on the way to prevent trouble. 
But the majority of the vio¬ 
lence comes from the police." 

Scotland Yard said it had 
deployed 4,000 officers for the 
protest to prevent any repeat of 


the violent scenes last year 
during similar marches against 
cuts to higher education fund¬ 
ing and a hike in tuition fees. 

The marchers went from the 
University of London to St 
Paul's Cathedral in the heart of 
the financial district, where anti¬ 
capitalism protesters inspired by 
the "Occupy Wall Street" move¬ 
ment have been camping out 
since mid-October.

Scientists find big chink in 
malaria's armour 


PARIS (AFP) - Researchers 
said Wednesday they had dis¬ 
covered a unique microscopic 
channel through which 
malaria parasites must pass to 
infect red blood cells, a find¬ 
ing that opens up a highly 
promising target for a vaccine. 

The doorway mechanism is 
common to all known strains 
of the deadliest mosquito- 
borne pathogen, Plasmodium 
falciparum, which means that 
a future vaccine could in the¬ 
ory work against all of them, 
according to the study pub¬ 
lished in the journal Nature. 

The death toll from malaria 
has declined by a fifth over the 
last decade, but the disease 
still claims some 800,000 lives 
every year, mostly children 
under five in sub-Saharan 
Africa. 

Up to now, scientists as¬ 
sumed that P. falciparum had 
several options for piercing 
the defences of blood cells. 

But in experiments, Wright 
and colleagues showed that in¬ 
trusion depends on the interac¬ 


tion between a specific mole¬ 
cule on the parasite, called a 
ligand, and a specific receptor 
on the blood cell. 

Blocking this interaction 
repels the pathogen's attempt 
to breach the cell's protective 
wall, they found. 

Early results from clinical 
trials in Africa showed that the 
world's first malaria vaccine, 
reported in a study last month, 
cut infection rates by roughly 
half. The vaccine, made by the 
British pharmaceutical giant 
GlaxoSmithKline, works by 
triggering the immune system. 

"These reports are encour¬ 
aging," said Adrian Hill, a re¬ 
searcher at Oxford's Jenner 
Institute. "But in the future 
more effective vaccines will 
be needed if malaria is ever to 
be eradicated." 

Hill added: "The discovery 
of a single receptor that can be 
targeted to stop the parasite in¬ 
fecting red blood cells offers 
the hope of a far more effec¬ 
tive solution." 
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Sci-Tech Nuclear energy ’vital* to face energy demand: IEA 


- (AFP) Nuclear energy re¬ 
mains vital to cope with rising 
energy demand, mainly in 
emerging economies, fight 
global warming and avert in¬ 
creased damage to the envi¬ 
ronment, the IEA warned .The 
IEA also warned that global 
nuclear generation capacity 


could fall by 15.0 percent by 
2035 if countries such as Ger¬ 
many and Belgium pressed 
ahead with cutting their nu¬ 
clear output in the light of the 
nuclear accident at Fukushima 
in Japan in April. 

A pullback from nuclear 
production, amid a rise in de¬ 


mand for energy, was likely to 
drive countries towards in¬ 
creased use of coal and gas, 
and therefore to generating 
extra carbon pollution with a 
devastating effect on the envi¬ 
ronment.

And the price of non-nu¬ 
clear sources of energy would 
rise sharply, the IEA said, fore¬ 
casting that in any case global 
oil demand was set to grow by 
14.0 percent by 2035, pulled 
by China and emerging 
economies. 

Oil prices could rise to 120 
dollars per barrel, the IEA said 
in its annual report and it 
warned that the world had to 
change the way it was con¬ 
suming energy. 

The IEA said that under its 
central outlook ’’scenario”, as¬ 
suming that governments ap¬ 
plied their recent 
commitments in a ’’cautious 
manner”, then what it termed 
’’primary energy demand” 


would increase by one third 
between 2010 and 2035, with 
90 percent of the growth being 
generated outside the area cov¬ 
ered by the Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development. 

The IEA is the energy pol¬ 
icy and research arm of the 
OECD which acts as a policy 
forum, and manages strategic 
stockpiles, for advanced 
economies. 

The IEA said that the global 
fleet of passenger vehicles 
would double to 1.7 billion cars. 

The use of coal, which the 
IAE said accounted for almost 
half the use of energy around 
the world in the last decade, 
would rise by 65 percent by 
2035. 

The future of natural gas 
was more certain with its use 
catching up to that of coal con¬ 
sumption. 


Russian probe fails to 
take route for Mars 


MOSCOW (AFP)-ARussian 
probe on a mission to a moon 
of Mars Wednesday failed to 
find the right course to the red 
planet, in a potentially devas¬ 
tating blow to Moscow’s hopes 
of resuming planetary explo¬ 
ration. 

The Phobos-Grunt probe 
blasted off successfully from 
the Baikonur cosmodrome 
overnight but did not manage 
to leave its Earth orbit as 
planned several hours later to 
go on its planned trajectory for 
Mars, the Russian space 
agency said. 

Engineers now have three 
days to send the probe out to 
Mars while batteries last. The 
loss of the probe would be a 
disaster for Russia, which has 
not had a single successful 
planetary mission since the fall 
of the Soviet Union. 

The hugely ambitious mis¬ 
sion aimed to place the craft in 
orbit around Mars, land a 
probe on the surface of its 


largest moon Phobos, scoop up 
soil and bring the first ever 
sample of the Martian satellite 
back to Earth. 

The probe is also carrying a 
Chinese satellite, Yinghuo-1, 
which is supposed to go into 
orbit around Mars in a land¬ 
mark space cooperation be¬ 
tween Moscow and Beijing. 

Popovkin said the probe’s 
motors had failed to fire twice 
to orientate it on a course for 
Mars and it was still carrying 
the fuel that would have been 
used in this manoeuvre. 

Engineers will now race 
against the clock to re-pro¬ 
gramme the probe to set it off 
on the right trajectory to Mars. 

Even ahead of launch, 
Popovkin had admitted the 
mission was a ’’risk”, saying 
that 90 percent of the craft con¬ 
sisted of completely new 
equipment as Russia had done 
almost nothing in planetary ex¬ 
ploration for 20 years.

European stocks, euro tumble after 
Berlusconi resignation 


LONDON (AFP) - European 
stocks closed sharply lower 
yesterday as any early opti¬ 
mism that the resignation of 
Italian Prime Minister Silvio 
Berlusconi would calm the 
markets disappeared in a wave 
of near panic. 

Dealers said investors first 
thought Berlusconi’s decision 
would clear the decks but as it 
became clearer that Italy faces 
possibly months of political 
uncertainty, they decided on 
safety first and put their money 
elsewhere. 

Italian borrowing rates 
soared as a result to 7.0 percent 
and above, levels judged to be 
unsustainable in the longer 
term and putting its already 
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strained public finances under 
even more pressure. 

In the fallout, stock markets 
stumbled badly and the euro 
tumbled as investors flocked 
into safehaven US and German 
government bonds, seen as the 
benchmark holdings to have in 
troubled times. 

’’The Italian bond market is 
in distress,” said Kathleen 
Brooks, an analyst at traders 
Forex.com. 

"Although Berlusconi 
promised to resign after the 
passage of austerity reforms 
get through parliament, the 
bond market may be reacting 
to the potential for a fractious 
coalition government getting 
into power, which could only 
exacerbate Italy’s fiscal situa¬ 
tion,” she added. 

In London, the FTSE-100 
index of top companies closed 
down 1.92 percent at 5,460.38 
points. In Paris, the CAC-40 
lost 2.17 percent to 3,075.16 
points and in Frankfurt the 
DAX 30 dropped 2.21 percent 
to 5,829.54 points. 

Milan led the losers, falling 
3.78 percent after being down 
more than 4.0 percent at one 
stage. Madrid, also seen as a 
possible eurozone debt crisis 
victim, was down 2.09 percent. 

Some analysts said the cri¬ 


sis could be at the tipping 
point, with Italy too big to bail 
out given its economy is the 
third largest in the eurozone, 
accounting for 20 percent of 
the bloc’s output. 

"The bout of pessimism that 
gripped stocks ... is showing no 
sign of lessening its grip as the 
eurozone continues to shuffle 
its way toward the precipice,” 
said Yusuf Heusen, sales trader 
at IG Index in London. 

Berlusconi's decision "has 
done nothing to help stem the 
spiralling rise of Italian bond 
yields, leading some commen¬ 
tators to suggest that on paper 
the country is now past the 
point of being able to be 
saved,” he said. 

IHS analysts said "alarm 
bells are ringing that Italy is 
perilously close to slipping 
into insolvency” but they 
added that they thought Rome 
could keep its head above 
water for some months yet. 

The acute tensions sur¬ 
rounding Greece and Italy 
pushed the euro below $1.36 
for the first time in a month to 
$1.3598 in late London trade, 
down sharply from $1.3836 
late in New York on Tuesday. 
The dollar firmed to 77.76 yen 
from 77.70 yen. Gold fell to 
$1,784 an ounce from $1,795.

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GM warns of cuts as 
Europe hurts profits 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Top US 
automaker General Motors 
warned of cost cuts and job 
losses yesterday as Europe's 
turmoil and trouble in South 
America took a bite out of 
profits, which fell 5.9 percent 
in the third quarter. 

Chairman Dan Akerson 
said that while GM produced a 
"solid quarter,” it's "clear we 
have a lot more work to do.” 

"We have challenges in our 
control and out of our control 
as we pursue growth around 
the world,” Akerson said in a 
conference call. "We must and 
shall continue to work for new 
ways to reduce complexity and 
contain cost across the world.” 

GM, maker of the Chevro¬ 
let and Cadillac brands, said 
net earnings in the quarter to 
September 30 fell 5.9 percent 
to $2.09 billion dollars, com¬ 
pared to $2.22 billion a year 
earlier. 

On a fully diluted basis, 
earnings per share fell to $ 1.03 
from $1.20 a year earlier. 


Revenues were up to $36.7 
billion from $34.1 billion. 

The automaker's once-trou¬ 
bled North American unit is 
now a major driver of its 
growth, with earnings up $70 
million to $2.2 billion in the 
third quarter as sales and mar¬ 
ket share continue to climb. 

GM also posted solid 
growth in China, although re¬ 
venues in its international unit 
took a hit and earnings were 
down to $365 million from 
$516 million in the third quar¬ 
ter of2010. 

Its Achilles heel is now Eu¬ 
rope, which posted a $292 mil¬ 
lion loss, which was none¬ 
theless a big improvement 
from the $592 million loss 
posted a year earlier. 

GM cautioned that it will 
not be able to meet its earnings 
goals in Europe due to "deteri¬ 
orating economic conditions” 
but stopped short of announc¬ 
ing any job cuts there as part of 
its efforts to slash costs and 
boost revenue.

Oscars show producer resigns 
over gay slur 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - US 
filmmaker Brett Ratner re¬ 
signed Tuesday as a producer 
of next year's Oscars show, 
after making an "unaccept¬ 
able" anti-gay slur, the Acad¬ 
emy of Motion Picture Arts 


and Sciences said. 

Ratner, director of current 
box office hit "Tower Heist" — 
starring Hollywood veteran 
Eddie Murphy, who is due to 
host the Oscars show in Febru¬ 
ary — submitted his resignation 
to Academy President Tom 
Sherak. 

"He did the right thing for 
the Academy and for himself," 
Sherak said, adding: "Words 
have meaning, and they have 
consequences. Brett is a good 
person, but his comments were 
unacceptable. 

"We all hope this will be an 
opportunity to raise awareness 
about the harm that is caused 
by reckless and insensitive re¬ 
marks, regardless of the in¬ 
tent," he added, cited in a 
statement by the Academy. 

Ratner, a prolific director 
and producer whose work also 


includes 2006's "X-Men: The 
Last Stand," made the offend¬ 
ing comment at a discussion 
about "Tower Heist" last week, 
in response to a question about 
how he works. 

"Rehearsal is for fags," he 
replied. 

The Los Angeles Times 
commented in a blog: "Ratner 
not only embarrassed the acad¬ 
emy by insulting legions of 
gay people (who are perhaps 
the Oscars’ last remaining 
loyal demographic). 

"He also made himself look 
like even more of an artistic 
featherweight by making it 
clear that he views the hard 
work and preparation that 
most filmmakers put into their 
craft — i.e. rehearsal time — as 
being for chumps, not fast- 
talking smoothies like him¬ 
self." 


Bollywood film in Tibet flag 
trouble 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - A new 
Bollywood film has cut a 
scene showing a "Free Tibet" 
flag on the orders of India's 
censor board, sparking protests 
from the exiled Tibetan com¬ 
munity. 

"Rockstar", directed by Im- 
tiaz Ali, ran into trouble over 
the scene which shows fans 
waving the flag as the male 
lead, played by popular actor 
Ranbir Kapoor, sings the song 
"Saada Haq" (Our Right). 

The song was shot at the Ti¬ 
betan Norbulingka monastery 
in McLeod Ganj, a town in the 
foothills of the Himalayas that 
is home to the Tibet govern¬ 
ment in exile in India and the 
Dalai Lama. 

"Ali has made the deletions, 
affording the film a U/A (under 


adult supervision) rating," the 
Times of India reported 
Wednesday quoting the chief 
executive of the Indian censor 
board, Pankaja Thakur. 

Beijing is extremely sensi¬ 
tive to any activity seen as 
"anti-China" and the presence 
of the Dalai Lama and the 
large Tibetan exile community 
in India is a constant irritant in 
relations between Asia's future 
superpowers. 

The red and blue flag fea¬ 
turing a rising sun is a symbol 
of Tibetan resistance to Chi¬ 
nese rule. 

Angry Tibetan activists in 
India said they would stage ral¬ 
lies across the country to 
protest the censor's decision to 
cut the scene. 

"It is extremely disturbing 


that such a grotesque violation 
of free speech is occurring in 
the world’s largest democ¬ 
racy," said Dorjee Tseten, the 
country director of Students 
for a Free Tibet, in a website 
post. 

Tseten also accused the In¬ 
dian government of "caving 
in" to Chinese pressure instead 
of promoting and protecting 
the Tibetan people's basic 
human rights. 

Ali, regarded as one of the 
most talented Bollywood di¬ 
rectors with two back-to-back 
hits under his belt, denied tak¬ 
ing any political stand in the 
film.

"We will help the audience 
to discover the beauty of the 
waters off California, and 
through them the challenges 
facing humanity in the conser¬ 
vation of the oceans," 
Cousteau told AFP on Tuesday. 

The documentaries, which 
are still at the financing stage, 
would be broadcast first on 
California public television 


KCET and then distributed in¬ 
ternationally. 

Cousteau hopes the films 
will motivate viewers to be 
"better stewards of the marine 
ecosystem. Because if there is 
no water there is no life." 

Cousteau, who lives in 
Santa Barbara, north of Eos 
Angeles, heads the Ocean Fu¬ 
tures Society, an organization 
committed to oceanic research 
and conservation. 

Captain Jacques-Yves 
Cousteau (1910-1997) pio¬ 
neered undersea exploration 
and photography, producing 
over 100 documentaries and 
50 books about oceanic life 
and the impact of human activ¬ 
ities on the fragile marine en¬ 
vironment.

Asian major-winner 
ditches coach for 
YouTube 



PARIS(AFP) - Gael Monfils’ 
dreams of a first Paris Masters 
crown were dashed by Feli¬ 
ciano Lopez on Wednesday, 
after Novak Djokovic, Andy 
Murray and Roger Federer had 
all cruised into the third round. 

Home favourite Monfils, 
the eighth seed, was a losing 
finalist at the last two tourna¬ 
ments but got no further than 
the second round at Bercy 
Arena this year after he fell 6- 
3, 6-4 to Spanish left-hander 
Lopez. 

Monfils' defeat also ended 
his slim hopes of reaching the 
ATP Tour Finals in London 
later this month, as he needed 
to win the tournament to stand 



any chance of qualifying. 

”1 wouldn't say it was a bad 
season, but it wasn't superb ei¬ 
ther," reflected Monfils. "The 
main disappointment is my in¬ 
capacity to play the whole year 
round (due to injuries). 

Top seed Djokovic's partic¬ 
ipation in the event he won in 
2009 had been cast into doubt 
by the recurrence of a shoulder 
injury, but he had too much for 
Croatian Ivan Dodig in a 6-4, 
6-3 victory. 

The world number one suc¬ 
cumbed to only his fourth de¬ 
feat of the year against Kei 
Nishikori in the semi-finals of 
last week's Swiss Indoors and 
he showed signs of rustiness in 
the first set here, double-fault¬ 
ing twice and producing 10 
unforced errors. 

A sublime behind-the-back 
forehand early in the second 
set proved he was finding his 
rhythm, however, and he 
closed out victory to set up an 
encounter with 15th-seeded 
compatriot Viktor Troicki. 

"It's obvious that I'm still 
not on top of my game, but I'm 
taking things quite slowly, 
knowing that the form will im¬ 
prove each day that I play," 
said Djokovic. 

Second seed Murray had to 
withdraw from the Swiss In¬ 
doors with a buttock muscle 
strain but he showed no ill-ef¬ 
fects in a 6-2, 6-4 defeat of 


France's Jeremy Chardy. 

The world number three, 
who won three consecutive 
tournaments in Asia last 
month and is on a 17-match 
unbeaten streak, now finds his 
route to the quarter-finals 
barred by number 13 seed 
Andy Roddick. 

Murray has a 7-3 career 
record against the American, 
and prevailed in straight sets 
when they met on grass in the 
semi-finals at Queen's Club in 
June this year. 

"It was good, but I can def¬ 
initely play better and it'll be a 
tough match tomorrow 
(Thursday)," said Murray. 

"(Roddick) is a very good 
competitor, so he always 
makes it tough. He has a big 
serve and is pretty consistent 
from the back of the court, so 
you have to be patient against 
him and dictate the games 
when you get a chance. 

Third seed Roger Federer 
enjoyed a similarly straightfor¬ 
ward afternoon, defeating 
Adrian Mannarino of France 
6-2, 6-3. 

The great Swiss has never 
been beyond the last four at 
this event and he will have to 
contend with stylish home 
favourite Richard Gasquet, the 
16th seed, in the third round. 

"I always enjoy playing 
against any French guy, be¬ 
cause they're good shot-mak¬ 
ers," said Federer, who lost to 
Gasquet at the Rome Masters 
in May but beat him at Bercy 
last year. 

American number one 
Mardy Fish closed to within 
one win of a berth at the ATP 
Tour Finals by thrashing Ger¬ 
many's Florian Mayer 6-1, 6- 
2, but ninth seed Nicolas 
Almagro's hopes of qualifying 
for the year-end event were 
dashed by a straight-sets loss 
to Andreas Seppi. 

Spanish fourth seed David 
Ferrer set up a third-round 
clash with Ukrainian 14th seed 
Alexandr Dolgopolov by de¬ 
feating Frenchman Nicolas 
Mahut 6-4, 6-4. 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - Asia's 
only maj or-winner Y.E. Yang 
said Wednesday he had 
stopped using a coach and is 
instead picking up tips from 
YouTube as he bids to re¬ 
cover his best form. 

The South Korean star 
said he had been trying to im¬ 
prove his swing by consult¬ 
ing the video-sharing site 
since splitting with his coach 
during last season. 

But he admitted the 
change in tack may be to 
blame for a barren spell with 
zero wins so far this year. 

"I've researched quite a 
few players, tried to emulate 
some of the good things that 
I see on YouTube. The swing 
plane, how I grab my club...

biggest changes. 

"I've put more focus on

Yang said he was happy 
with his progress despite 
being on course for his worst 
season since 2008, the year 
before he made history by 
winning the 2009 PGA 
Championship. 

Yang is winless since last 
year's Korean Open, which 
was his second victory of the 
2010 season. In 2009 he won 
the Honda Classic alongside 
his epochal PGA Champi¬ 
onship triumph. 

Yang, 39, also backed 
South Korea's bid to host the 
2015 Presidents Cup, and 
said the presence of three Ko¬ 
rean players in this year's edi¬ 
tion showed they could 
match the runaway success of 
the country's women.

Paterno to retire at season end following 
child sex abuse allegations 



STATE COLLEGE (AFP) - 
Pennsylvania State University 
football coach Joe Paterno 
will retire at the end of the 
season, saying he regrets fail¬ 
ing to do more in the face of 
child sex abuse allegations 
against a former assistant. 

In a statement issued on 
Wednesday, the embattled 
coach said he was "absolutely 
devastated" by developments 
in the case of Jerry Sandusky, 
a longtime assistant coach at 
Penn State who is charged 
with molesting eight boys be¬ 
tween 1994 and 2009. 

"This is a tragedy," said 


Paterno, 84 and in his 46th 
year as head coach of the Nit- 
tany Lions. 

"It is one of the great sor¬ 
rows of my life. With the ben¬ 
efit of hindsight, I wish I had 
done more." 

Penn State is reeling over 
allegations targeting San¬ 
dusky, who allegedly attacked 
youths at his house, in the 
football team's locker room 
showers and on team road 
trips. Sandusky has said he is 
innocent. 

Two school administrators 
— senior vice president Gary 
Schultz and athletic director 


Tim Curley — stepped down 
over the weekend and have 
been charged with failing to 
notify authorities of suspected 
abuse and with perjury. 

They too have denied 
wrong-doing. 

Paterno was not a target of 
the grand jury investigation 
into the case and has not been 
implicated in any legal 
wrong-doing. 

But he has been harshly 
criticized for failing to take 
more aggressive action when 
suspicions about Sandusky 
were brought to his attention 
in 2002. 

At that time, a young assis¬ 
tant coach said he saw San¬ 
dusky raping a boy, who the 
witness thought was about 10 
years old, in the Penn State 
team's showers. 

He reported the incident to 
Paterno, who told a superior. 

Paterno has noted that San¬ 
dusky had retired by then, al¬ 
though he still had an office 
on campus. And Paterno has 
said the witness did not tell 
him the graphic nature of the 
alleged assault. 

Even so, his failure to fol¬ 


low up further provoked out¬ 
rage in some quarters and nu¬ 
merous calls for his 
resignation. 

On Tuesday night, Penn 
State's board of trustees said it 
would appoint an independent 
committee to probe the cir¬ 
cumstances that led to the in¬ 
dictments of Sandusky, 
Schultz and Curley. 

"I have come to work 
every day for the last 61 years 
with one clear goal in mind: 
To serve the best interests of 
this university and the young 
men who have been entrusted 
to my care," Paterno said. "I 


have the same goal today. 

"That's why I have decided 
to announce my retirement ef¬ 
fective at the end of this sea¬ 
son. At this moment the 
Board of Trustees should not 
spend a single minute dis¬ 
cussing my status. 

"They have far more im¬ 
portant matters to address. I 
want to make this as easy for 
them as I possibly can." 

Paterno's Nittany Lions 
have won two national titles 
and just last month he became 
the winningest coach in Divi¬ 
sion I college football.
